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The new limitation "a call log for a disconnected number" raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. 
Applicant argues that there would have been no motivation to combine the customized announcement system of Gilbert et al with the 
call forwarding system of Culli et al. 

However, Culli teaches the telephone number of the called party is a disconnected number and the call is completed if either the called 
party or the calling party has elected to pay for forwarding the call. Gilbert teaches playing customized announcements based on the 
identity of the caller and allows a subscriber to create differenet greetings for different groups of callers. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate Culli's feature into 
Gilbert's system in order to use the customized announcement system with disconnected number. 
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
